Sir :—} read with interest the his- 
torical note in this week’s paper, re 
the old Lutheran Church at Ernest- 
town. The writer, speaking of the 
first Lutheran missionary says : ‘Just 
when he cawe (to Ervesttown) is not 
easy to determine. He went to Dun- 
das in 1808.” 

Perbups some little accounts _ of this 
missionary, I. G. Wigant, or Weant, 
or Weagant, as the name is variously 
spelled, way be of interest to your 


readers. I have to rely upon a somes 
what treacherous memory, but the 
following particulars are, I think, 


substantially correct. 

Mr. Weegant was the minister to 
the “Mohawk Dutchmen” settled in 
the Townships of Williamsburgh and 
Osnabrook early in the last century. 
These people we so-called from their 
having come over from the Mohawk 
Valley in New York, with other Unit- 
ed Empire Loyalists. Our good 
Mobawks of the ‘l'yendinaga Reserve, 
or their forefathers, must have been 
their near neighbors. 

From 1875 to 1884 I was successively 
missionary at Osnabrook and Rector of 
Williamsburg, and remember very 
well seeing Mr. Weagant’s signature 
to long lists of baptisms, marriages 
and deaths in the parish register of 
both parishes. I was engaged in the 
arduous task of making out an index 
of these books. and have reason. there- 
fore to remember them. 

Mr. Weagant not long after he 
came to the settlement had occasion 
to change his views on the subject of 
church government, and was ordained 
to the ministry of the Church of Eng- 
land by Bishop Mountain, of Quebec. 
His whole congregation came over 
with him. In the time of his success- 
or, I believe, owing to some misunder- 
standing, about half of the Williams- 
burgh congregation renounced their 
connection with the Church of Eng- 
land and established a Lutheran 
Mission and built a church near by, 
A handsome brick building is still 
standing there, whether the original 
structure or not, [ cannot say, 
rather fancy however, it is of more 
recent date,

The Tag He Plastered Upon a Famous 
English Historian. 

In the “Letters of Charles Eliot Nor- 
ton” is this amusing epistle, which was 
written by Norton in 1873: 

The otber day Froude said to me: 
“It's a great shime that some one 
shouldn't keep u record of Carlyle’s 
talk. He never fails to say something 
memorable or udmirably bumorous. 
Why. he called sumebody the other day 
‘an inspired red herring.’ ” 

“Pray.” said I. “who is it that de 
serves such a label?" But Froude hao 
forgotten. * * * Some diuys nfter- 
ward I asked Carlyle to whom be baa

“My fatber invented a symbol by 
which deaf mutes could converse, an@ 
tinally 1 invented un apparatus by 
which the vibrations of speech could 
be seen, and it turned out to be a tele 
phone. It occurred to me to make a 
wachine that would enable one to hear 
vibrations. I went to an aurist, and 
be advised me to take the human ear 
as my model. He supplied me with a 
deid man's ear, und with this ear 3 
experimented, and upon applying the 
upparatus I found that the dead man’s 
eur Wrote down tbe vibrations, 

“L arrived at the conclusion that if } 
could make fron vibrate on ua dead 
man's ear | could make an instrument 
more delicute which would cause 
those vibrations to be beard and um 
derstood. I thought if I placed a deli- 
cate piece of steel over an electric 
mnagnet 1 could get a vibration, and 
thus the telephone was completed, 

“The telephone arose from my at- 
tempts to teach the deaf to speak. It 
arose from my knowledge not of elec- 
tricity, but us a teacher of the deaf. 
Had | been an electrician 1 would nog 
have attempted it”
